School committee 
restores four 
directors’ posts

Four directors’ positions pre- 


viously cut were reinstated 
Wednesday by a slim four to three 
vote of the Wilmington School 
Committee. While some members 
questioned both the legality and the 
long term cost of ‘restoring the 
positions, a majority of the board 
went along with the recommen 
dation to keep the special 
education, reading, athletic and 
performing and fine arts directors 
at their current salary, 

The recommendation was made 
by a sub-committee chaired by 
Robert Peterson. Peterson said the 
recommendation was based on the 
fact that money would be saved’by 
keeping the directors and hot 
replacing them with supervisors. 
He explained because each director 
covers specific jobs it would be 
more costly to hire replacements 
with stipends to cover the work 
they do now. John DeMarco also 
pointed out if the directors are not 
reinstated, the workload would 
immediately fall back to central 
administration. He added the 
sub-committee wasn't trying to 
“circumvent” the prior vote cutting 
the positions. 

The sub-committee also recom- 
mended that all directors except the 
special needs director teach two 
classes. It was felt this would go 
along with the original intention of 
the committee to cit directors so 
they can then teach classes of those 
teachers being laid off. 

Dr. Shirley Callan said it was ber 
understanding the sub-committte 
was supposed to be developing job 
descriptions for supervisors. She 
claimed Roberts Rules of Order 
states the original vote to cut the 
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directors cannot be rescinded 
because those affected had been 
notified in writing of the vote. 

Peterson refuted Dr. Callan's 
interpretation. 

"Any allegation that we can't put 
directors back is ridiculous,” he 
said. 

Chairman Aldo Caira ruled that 
the reinstatements were in order. 

Committeeman Peggy Kane 
argued it was wrong to bring back 
directors who are at the top of the 
salary scale when a number of 
teachers had been riffed that same 
night. Dr. Callan said, in the long 
run, they wouldn't be able to afford 
the salaries. 

"I think the recommendation of 
the sub-committee is well 
founded," said DeMarco adding "if 
it means that I have to spend 
$60,000 to give service to kids then

Thirteen tenured teachers on the 
Reduction in Force (RIF) list were 
laid off Wednesday night, another 
five non-tenured teachers were cut, 
and one English as a second lan- 
gdjage (ESL) tutor was eliminated 
in a highly charged-meeting of the 
Wilmington Schogl Committee, In 
addition, three teachers and one 
guidance counselor slated to be cut 
were retained, one position was left 
unfilled, and one teacher has 
submitted her resignation, making 


~any action unnecessary. 


Those riffed by majority or 
unanimous Votes of the school 
board were Ann St. Onge (home 
economics), Susan Hendee (phy- 
sical education), Karen Arnold 
(librarian), June Bowser (Englisti), 
Thomas Bailey (science), Susan 
Zraket™(music), Linda Hayes 


‘Ysocial studies), Marie Shack (art), 


Diane Lee (art), James Krupa 
(physical education), Michael Do- 
novan (fine arts), Abigail Russell 
(guidance), and John Wood (sci- 
ence). The Wilmington Teachers 
Association plans to litigate the 
layoffs because members feel the 
committee violated their contract 
by not following the RIF policy. 
As the meeting began, Supt. 
William Fay recommended the 
committee postpone a vote on the 
layoffs to July 1 to sce if the local 
aid situation firms up. According 
to an opinion from MTA Field 
Representative Joe Murphy, if the 
vote were delayed it may be 
possible to revote the successor

Discussion ranged over a number 
of side issues before the board took 
individual votes on each teacher 
slated to be laid off. Some 
committeemen protested several 
names on the RIF listing saying, 
according to’ their interpretation, 
those teachers shouldn't be laid off. 
The board had never come to an 
agreement on how the. layoffs 
should proceed although their 
attorney said it should be done 
according to seniority in depart- 


ements. Several committeemen, as 


well as the WTA, feel the RIF 
policy allows for layoffs on a 
systemwide basis. 

Phil. Fenton warned fellow 
members they were going beyond 
the scope of the RIF policy. While 
Chiiirman Aldo Caira and others 
supported their attorney's inter- 
pretation, John DeMarco said the 
ultimate decision "rests with the 
seven of us. 

There was a dispute, also, on who 
drew up the list. While some 
claiméd the names were added by. 
the original sub-committee others 
said the list was drawn up by 
administrators in the central office. 

"I want to call it a blackmail list," 
said Fenton, adding, "If you go 
back to the original list, it's 
nowhere close to this.” 

Bob Peterson urged board 
members to rescind their earlier 
vote ratifying the amended

teachers’ contract for 1993-1995 
before proceeding to the RIF list. 

"My concern is there's still a 
standing vote of four members of 
this committee," said-Peterson. * 

Dr. Shirley Callan said, accor- 
ding to Roberts Rules of Order, it's 
not permissible to rescind the 
action if it's in the nature of a 
contract. She added she just wanted 
to be sure any action taken would 
not be declared invalid at a later 
date. Peterson argued until the 
WTA accepts the amended con- 
tract, the offer can be withdrawn, 
Fay maintained the board is 
obligated to leave the offer on the 
table until some official action is 
taken by the WTA. The union has 
not officially responded to the 
counter offer, Peterson withdrew 
his motion, The board proceeded 
to cut 19 teachers. 

In an emergency session Sunday, 
the board acted on the superin- 
tendent's recommendation and cut 
mathematics teacher William Fi- 
ner. Members failed to lay off 
Jerome Connelly (Business Part- 
nership) and Fred Crispo 
(industrial arts) and they rehired 
six non-tenured teachers pink 
slipped in April. Those teachers 
rehired by the board were Vita 
Marie Graham, Leann Sadowski, 
Sandra Arciero, Debra Birming- 
ham, Cynthia Jones, and Kathleen 
Cronin, 

The committee will meet again 
July 10 to.see if they can agree on 
the additional two layoffs needed to 
reach the 23 on the RIF list. 


Bus plan 
uncertain

The Wilmington School System is 
facing an uncertain bus situaton 
next year because of the current 
fiscal restraints. 

According to Athletic Director 
Jim, Gillis, who is coordinating 
transportation, the number of buses 
will.likely decrease to six or eight 
in September. Thre '§ ago, the 
system had 16 bu: 

Under present school policy, 
students in kindergarten through 
grade eight who live more than gne 
and a half miles away_are bused to 
school and those students ir*high 
school who live more than two 
miles away, are entitled to 
transportation. Under state law,, 
children living over two ‘miles 
away in all ‘grades have to be 
bussed. 

Gillis told school committee 
members Wedne: 1611 students 
were transported this year by 
Trombly Motor Coach. He said 
there were 18 bus rugs for the 
junior and senior levels and 19 runs 
at the elementary level. 

Committeeman John DeMarco 
asked if the system could make do 
with fewer buses next year. 

"These bu: re maxed out right 
now," replied Gillis. To avoid 
overcrowding, Gillis said he is 
Jooking at such options as giving 
priority. to younger students and 
staggering school days. He said 
while he do¢sn't favor bus fees, this 
also will have to be looked at if 
there's no’other choice. 

Before making final transporta- 
tion plans for September, Gillis 
said he has to know how many 
students will be enrolled in the 
system in the 1991-92-school year. -

Ice cream vendors 
battle over lake rights 


There's nothing like an ice cream 
to cool off a hot day at the beach. 
But there's nothing like two ice 
cream vendors vying for the same 
location to heat up a day at the 
beach. 

Two years ago, two ice cream 
vendors battled for the right to set 
up at the town beach at Silver Lake. 
Angelo Ciaramaglia of Michelle's 
Ice Cream and Tina Maynard of 
Happy Day Ice Cream engaged in a 
bitter dispute with charges and 
counter charges flying, not to 
mention insults and even coffee, 

Last year, the town announced 
that it would allow vendors to sell 
at the beach for a $1000-fee. Mi- 
chelle's chose to pay the fee; Happy 
Day did not participate. 

This year, the town invited bids 
from vendors who hold hawkers 
and peddlers’ permits. The town 
then gave exclusive rights to the 
town beach parking lot to Mi- 


chelle's for a $2000 fee. 

Tina Maynard is steaming, and 
talking of initiating a lawsuit 
against the-town, charging failure 
to comply with the public bidding 
law. She said that it should have 
been quite clear that she was an 
interested party. She does not hold 


a town hawkers’ and peddler's- 


permit, but does hold a state 
vendor's license and a board of 
health permit. 

She,charges that the town cannot 
require her to fiave a town permit. 
She is also charging favoritism in 
the town soliciting bids from some 
vendors but not others, 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
said he thinks the town is in com- 
pliance with the law, as to how the 
bids were solicited. He-said that 
Maynard gave every reason to 
believe she was not interested. She

Mosquito 
spray 
schedule 


Summer is here, and, people are 
spending much of their time 
outdoors, gardening, barbecueing 
and taking part in sports and other 
activities. Unfortunately, one of 
those activities is slapping mosqui- 
toes, : 

Spraying for mosquitoes used to 
be done by individual towns, THat 
work has been taken over in recent 
years by a state agency, the Central 
Massachusetts~Mosquito Control 
Project (CMMCP). 

Spraying is conducted on a less 
intensive basis than was done by the 
town, but there is an additional 
project. Breeding sites aré moni- 
tored and treated with larvicide, 

The ultra-low volume spray ope- 
ration is conducted during evening 
hours. Special requests or spraying 
for special town outdoor functions 
is done during morning hours. 

Evening spraying in Wilmington 
has been scheduled on July 1, 8, 15, 
22 and 29. Note that it is impossible 
to cover the entire town in one 
evening. Scheduling will be based 
on actual mosquito population 
information,

I would like to inform the public 
in general, and that woman in 
particular, that the State of 
Massachusetts offers the Placard, 
OR the "HP" license plate to people 
wi. disabilities. The pl; is just 
as valid, and is used Hecause it is 
transferable~ from |vehicle to 
vehicle, If the disabled person does 
not require a special vehicle, the 
placard provides the freedom to 
ride in any car, anf maintain the 
right to use a "handicapped only" 
parking space, /Massachusetts 
General Laws stat¢ that the placard 
must be placed of the driver's side, 
on the dashboard. Admittedly, that 
spot is not particularly obvious, but 
that is where it is supposed to be. 
Please don't assume that any 
vehicle parked in a handicapped 
space which does not have "HP" 
license plates belongs to-a-scoff- 
law. 

While it is upsetting to see 
handicapped ‘spaces abused, it is 
perhaps even more upsetting to be 
erroneously accused of being the 
abuser. I've not met a single 
disabled person who “enjoys” the 
"privilege" of using handicapped 
parking spaces. In fact we woutd 
gladly give the placard’ to anyone 
who wants it...as long as they take 
the disability away with it, \

Cable station will 
implement P.E.G. System 


Wilmington Community Televi- 
sion, Inc. is already preparing for 
its implementation of the P.E.G. 
System. Many of you have- 
witnessed the changes already! 
The P.E.G. System is a way to 
delineate programming over 
WCTV's three access channels. In 
our agreement with Continental 
Cablevision, WCTV has been 
granted three channels: charinel 30, 
channel 52 and Channel 56. 
Presently, Channel 56 is still in the 
construction stages with new 
equipment still to be purchased. 
However, WCTV has two channels 
working right now. 

Channel 30 is the Public Access 
Channel. This is the "P" in the PEG 
System. A viewer can watch 
his/her favorite Public Access 
program, such as the Memorial 
Day Parade or a local soccer game. 

Channel 52 is the Educational 
Access Channel. This, of course, is 


the “E" in the PEG System. 
Wilmington cable subscribers 
should turn to Channel 52 to watch 
the School Committee meeting and 
other educationally oriented 
programming. For the time being, 
WCTYV will air the School 
Committee meetings on both 
Channels 30 and 52. Soon, the 


viewers will be weaned trom 
channel 30 and will look for the 
School Committee meeting solely 
on Channel 52. I realize there will 
be a bit of confusion at first, but 
this should be the most effective 
way to educate viewers to tun to 
Channel 52 for the School 
Committee meetings. 

Soon, Channel 56 will be on line. 
Channel 56 is the Governmental 
Channel. This is the "G" in the 
PEG System. Viewers will be able 
to turn to channel 56 for the Town 
Meeting and the live Selectmen 
meetings. Similar to Channel 52, 
WCTV will program the 
Selectmen meetings on both 
Channels 30 and 56 and ultimately 
keep the Selectmen meetings solely 
on Channek 56. 

These changes are to help the 
Wilmington viewer select his/he 
favorite programming more 
easily. The adoption of the PEG 
System will slowly take place over 
this summer. WCTV expects the 
system to be finalized by 
September 1991. If you have any

Businesses to meet on 
proposed electric rates 


A meeting for.the business firms 
of. Wilmington will be held in 
Wilmington Memorial Library at 
9:15 a.m. on July 16, according to 
the Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The purpose is to discuss pro- 
posed rate increases, by the 
Reading Municipal Light Depart- 
ment. RMLD General Manager . 
Leonard Rucker, board member 
Phil Pacino and Energy Services 
Manager Vincent Cameron are 
expected to make the presenation 
of proposed adjustments, 

If approved those adjustments 
could work out to a nine to 12 
percent increase in rates during the 
summer months for small comme- 
cial business firms and a one to 
three percent decrease in the 
winter. " 

Large commercial firms are 
expected to have a one to two 
percent decrease during summer 
months and a six to 10 percent 
decrease during the winter months. 

The rate increases are being 
based on use during peak hours, 
according to Cameron. In the 
summer commercial peak hours 
are reached between two and four 


p.m. in the winter electric use 
peaks between 5 and 7 p.m. 

Residential customers are the 
biggest users during the winter 
peak hours, 

The payments are being asked on 
plant value, according to Rucker. 
In fact, there could be an increase 
in the near future if the RMLD 
moves to a larger building in 
Reading. 

The rate increase is needed for 
serveral reasons: Boston Edison's 
Contract demand rate has increased 
37 percent; there have been 
operation and maintenance in- 
creases on other purchased power 
contracts; and it is necessary to 
cover the costs of inflation since 
1985. 

This will be the first significant 
adjustment of rates since 1985, 
according to the RMLD. The 
RMLD is considering other al- 
ternatives, such as having a wider 
variety of rate schedules from 
which to choose. 

Rucker has stated that if 
customers choose to go along with 
company incentives that will get 
them off peak hours a savings can 
be realized.

Tighe said that the water and 
sewer commissioners were doing a 
good job for the town, but that it 
was putting him "through the 
wringer.” 

The entire benefit of the added 
cost would be to the town and the 
neighbors of the project, he said. 
The sewer is to be build low 
enough to accept sewage from the 
Dorchester Street area, the Reed 
Street area, as well as Grace Drive, 
Additionally, the sewer will serve 
the Shawsheen School, as original- 
ly planned. The pumping station, 
he said, will be ten feet lower than 
the level of the Shawsheen River. 

In support, of the waiver of the 
sewer connection fees, Tighe: 
referred to paragraph 16 of the 
Board of Appeals decision on the 
case. The paragraph is a recom- 


- mendation that all fees for building 


permits and water and sewer 
applications be waived for the 
affordable housing units. 

Of the 220 units, 66 are being 
sold as affordable units. 

Paragraph 21 of the decision says 
that the sidewalk construction in 
the project is contingent on 
waiving of the permit fees and 
water and sewer connection fees 
for the affordable units. 

The request that Tighe made to 
the selectmen was for all 220 units, 
but only for the sewer connection 
fees, not the water fees. The sewer 
connection fee is $1000 per unit; 
the water connection fee is $600, 

As fer having received a 
$500,000 CDAG grant, Tighe said 
that that was for installing larger 
water mains on Shawsheen Avenue - 
and Hopkins Street, which would 
be of benefit to the entire area, not 
just to his project.

_ Searching for that balanced diet

We may hunt and fish a lot in this 
space, but that doesn't make for a 
truly, balanced diet, does it? 

We need something more, Some- 
thing from the vegetable kingdom. 
After all, the local prehistoric types 
lived well off the land hereabouts 
for generations, and they didn't live 
by meat alone, ‘You can't, really. 

The native New Englanders grew 
a number of crops, such as squash 
and beans, but they gathered much 
of thtir food. You can too. 

In spring, there are fiddlcheads 
all over New England, popping out 
of wet soil, and they're delicious. A 
supermarket chain this spring sold 
fiddlchéads by the bunch, and I was 
amazed to see that fiddleheads cost 
more than asparagus. You can have 
them for free. 

But fiddleheads are found only in 
spring, and that doesn't help much 
in July. Anything ripe now? Yup. 

Right this minute, there is a huge 
bounty of natural, wild, delicious 
fod just waiting to be plucked. 

‘Berries, Black raspberries are on 
the vine right now, big and-ripe and 
begging you to race the birds for 
them, Last week I picked a quart of 
raspberries, which was made into a 
sauce to cover my daughter's birth- 
day cake. To call it delicious would 
be a gross injustice. 

he "usual" red raspberries. that 
you find in the stores are also ripe 
about now, but they grow on an 
ctirely different bush. The black 
raspberties are red while growing, 
then turn black, and finally a deep 
blue-black when ready to pick. 


Red raspberries are green first, * 


and slowly turn redder and redder 
as they reach their peak, 
If they fall off the vine when you.

touch them, they're ready. Mother 
Nature doesn’t make you work for 
something that's ripe for picking. 

Raspberry bushes are often found 
along fénce rows, and in the margin 
edges, where forest meets field. It 
all depends upon where birds-land 
to relieve themselves. 

Birds eat the raspberries, but they 
don’t digest the actual seeds, When 
the bird later excretes, it accidently 
plants new raspberry patches. Sort 
of like accidental cultivation, in a 
way. But it works. 

Also coming ripe in another week 
or two are the blueberries, both the 
small "low bush" or upland berries, 
and the bigger, fatter "high bush" 
or swamp blueberries. 

This past weekend I drew my boat 
along the shore of a rather swampy 
pond to check my favorite stand of 
high-bush blueberries, and only a 
few of the berries were ripe. The 
bulk of them were fat but green, so 
next weekend should be prime. My 
wife and daughter and I will climb 
into the boat and work the shore for 
one of Mother's own treats. 

Low-bush blueberries are every- 
where, but the best spot to search is 
a forest that saw a brushfire the 
year before. Low-bush blueberries 
are often the first plant to appear 
after a fire, but I'm not sure why. It 
doesn't matter, but it works. 


High-bush blueberries. love wet 
soil, and the presence of high-bush 
is used in determining wetlands for 
the Conservation Commission. The 
edge of a swamp is prime for high- 
bush berries, which grow up to six 
feet tall or more, while low-bushes 
barely reach to your knees. 

Both low-bush.and high-bush are 
distinctive, as thé berries are a rich

shade of blue with a little "crown" 
at the end. The ripe berries often 
are covered with a light blue coat of 
what I think is a natural yeast, but 
there is a handy way to: check if 
your berry is a blueberry or not. 

Never eat white berries, and show 
extra caution if you aren't sure if 
you're picking edible berries. You 
can stay busy for days picking blue- 
berries and raspberries this time of 
year, so don't waste your time with 
plants you don't recognize. 

When in doubt, usc this handy test 
for unknown foods, courtesy of the 
US, Air Force survival manual: 

Put a ripe berry in your mouth 
and chew it. If your mouth burns or 
tingles, spit it out, because it means 
you've something bad. 

But if it tastes sweet, pick all you 
can carry. Take along buckets and 
bags, and try not to get the berry 
juice on your clothing, because it 
will certainly stain. 

Blackberries and blueberries are 
everywhere for the next few weeks, 
wild and free and absolutely delic- 
ious. Take all you'd like, because 
the birds will eat what you miss. 

Later in the year, the wild grapes 
will be ripening, especially the wild 
Concord grapes that grow along the 
roads. One year, my dear mother- 
in-law boiled up a batch of wild 


Concord grape jelly that could. win 
awards and start a national craze. It 
was incredible. But the Concords 
still have a few weeksleft to ripen. 

Oh, and if you find a good berry 
patch, don't tell anybody but me. 
And I promise I won't tell another 
soul. Hot fishing holes and prime 
berry patches are secrets worthy of 
being kept. 

Don't miss the wild berrics that 
are hanging on the vines right now. 
They won't last long. 


— Tackle Box — 


Just because the hot weather has 
arrived, don't think the fishing will 
fall into the doldrums. Far from it, 

I had a terrific time bass fishing 
over the weekend, nailing two five- 
pounders within a few minutes of 
each other, fishing in about seven 
feet of water with a six-inch purple 
rubber worm. Some times the big 
worms work best, but right now it 
looks like smaller offerings are in 
vogue. The bass are off their nests, 
and feeding heavily to make up for 
their abstinence while breeding. 

At night, look for big bass in the 


+ shallows, feeding off the surface.

A quick reminder on watering 
your garden;-to lessen the chances 
of having plant diseases take over, 
don't water the garden in the 
evening. Disease spores have the 
best chance of infiltrating your 
flowers and vegetables if the plants 
are wet overnight. Always water 
first_ thing in the morning. To 


-measure the amount of watér you 


are applying, place a bucket or a tin 
can in the area being watered and 
check it periodically. If we do not 
receive an inch of water by rain- 
fall, during the week, it is time to 
set up the sprinkler, One deep 
soaking a week is much better than 
surface wettings every other day. 
We should take a few minutes to 
discuss the common garden slug. 
Many beginner gardeners are not 


* very familiar with this pest since 


slugs feed during the night and are 
usually out of sight during the heat 
of the day. 

Slugs are not inseets; rather, they 
are mollusks. They range from 1/2 
inch to two inches in length and 
come to your garden in a variety of 
colors including brown, gray, off 
white, black and dull yellow. 
Briefly, slugs are snails without 
shells. Plants attacked by slugs 
suffer large ragged holes in leaves, 
fruit and stems. Other tell-tale 
signs that slugs are at work are 
trails of shiny silverly slime on 
leaves and soil. Almost all of our 
common vegetables are vulnerable 
to slug attacks, 

This season (so far) slug numbers 
appear to be down, at least in our 
neighborhood. This is because of 
the unusually hot weather we have 
had, since slugs thrive and pro- 
liferate in cool temperatures. Most 
of their depredation take place 
between April 20 and on through 
July.

Larz told the membership of 
their_error.."Tomorrow" he said, 
“will be the 59th anniversary of the 
day when I became old enough to 
vote.” 

No one pulled out a pocket 
calculator to see whether the 
statement was correct. The 
members ate their piece of cake 
and then went on to the main 
business of the meeting - with knife 
and fork. 

But next day, in the Town Crier, 
the people of Tewksbury and 
Wilmington could read some 
stories which were surprises to the 
publisher. There was a brief 
resume of the ships the publisher 
had commanded in World War Il. 
There were errors in that history. , 

The first ship named was the John 
Drake Sloat, a ship named after a 
Commodore in the US Navy 
during the Mexican War. Larz 
took command of that ship: in 
November, 1943, but it was not his 
first command. 

If the John Drake Sloat occupies 
any place in US History it is 
because it was the first ship to enter 
Bari, after the Germans had 
bombed that city, in December 
1943. Over a thousand persons, 
American seamen and Italian 
civilians had been killed. 

The American ship John Harvey 
had been carrying 100 tons of 
mustard bombs. The gas was to be 
held in Bari, in case the Germans 
started using poison gas. The John 
Harvey was hit and exploded, and 
mustard gas wasvall over the pier 
and the nearby water, with all the 
resulting deaths. 

It was a terrible catastrophe. 
Seventeen ships had exploded, hit 
by those bombs. The John Drake 
Sloat arrived just after Bari Harbor 
had been cleaned of its human 
debris. 

The first ship that the publisher 
commanded was the Daniel Boone. 


Backyard gardening 


There are a number of ways to 
keep slugs under control without 
resorting-te-toxic pesticides. Hand 
pinching is one option, although 
you Will have to go out at night 
armed with a flashlight. If you are 
reluctant to pick them up you can ~ 
knock them into a can of oil or 
gasoline. Or you can sprinkle them 
with table salt, which will cause 
them to shrivel and die. 

Then there is the fabled "beer in a 
saucer" trick. Shallow pans or 
saucers of beer attract slugs, which 
will slide in and drown. The yeast 
in the beer is the attractant. Sink 
the container into the soil such that 
the edges are at ground level. 
Replace the beer every few days 
and after a rain. I have not tried it, 
but I have read that one tablespoon 
of baking yeast in three ounces of 
water is even more effective than 
beer. 

Probably the simplest way to 
keep the slug population down is to 
place several short pieces of wood 
board on the ground randomly 
around the garden. Prop one end of 
the wood up with 2 small stone to 
allow the slugs to crawl under. 
After their nightly feeding, they 
will look for a cool dark place to 
escape the sun and these pieces of 
wood afford such a retreat. Hand 
pick them daily. 

There are several natural con- 
trols which help, including birds 
(downy* woodpeckers, robins, 
grackles and jays will take them)

He took command on January 4, 


1943 in New York. She was about - 


to sail to North Africa, where the ’ 
US Amy was fighting, 

The Daniel Boone was carrying 
8,925 tons of ammunition. If that 
ship were to be hit by a bomb-or a 
torpedo it would not sink. 

It would explode. Ti. wonid go up 
in the air. 

But the Boone carried more. 
Every cargo ship in those days had 
thousands of tons of sand, down in 
the bottom - the lower hold. The 
idea was to prevent the ship from 
rolling over, if she were attacked. 
The crew could launch the 
lifeboats. 

In addition to other items the 
Boone had two locomotives on the 
fore (front) deck. Each weighed 
300 tons. Those locomotives were 


-chained to the deck, to prevent 


them from moving. 

The convoy sailed at 2 a.m. on the 
6th of January. Sixty-five ships 
formed up in 13 columns and the 
convoy steered in a direction which 
suggested it might be going to 
South Africa, 
submarines were 
probably watching. Signals could 
be sent to the German Navy, and 
submarines could concentrate at a 
place where the convoy could be 
intercepted, 

A few days later, with the convoy 
nearly 1,000 miles southeast of 
New York it turned,and steered 
northeast - as though it were going 
to Britain. Anything to confuse the 
enemy. 

Thé trouble was a northwest gale. 
The cargo ships, over 60 of them, 
rolled and rolled, because of the 
sand in the lower holds. They were 
taking punishment. 

The commodore was in a tanker. 
Gales would not bother the 
commodore, There was no sand in 
that tanker - sand and oil do not 
mix, 

Hour after hour, “all day long 
those cargo ships took a beating. 
Protest after protest was made by 
the captains to the commodore. 
Some of the ships had to pull out of 
the convoy, 

In the late afternoon the 
Commodore hoisted a signal "The 
course (to steer) is as ordered,.and 
will be maintained.” 

More ships were pulled out of the 
convoy. They just could not take 
the beating from that northwest 
gale. 

About 9 p.m. the port (left) 
locomotive on the Boone began to 
move. The strain from the rolling 
had caused the chains to start to 
loosen. 

The seas were rolling over the 
Boone. The captain could not send 
seamen down there to resecure that 
locomotive. It was necessary to 
pull out of the convoy, and take a 
different heading, so the seamen 
could do their work. 

In about 15 minutes the 
locomotive had been resecured and 
the captain tried to regain his 
position in.the convoy. But it had 
disappeared. It was nowhere to be 
seen! 


There was nothing to be done 
except to continue on convoy speed 
and course. Possibly, in daylight, 
the ships might be seen. But such 
was not to be. 

In every convoy. there were 
always "rendezvous" points, 
known to the captains for the next 
two days. The Boone was at those 


rendezvous points, but nothing was 


to be seen of the convoy. 
Quite evidently the commodore

The 
Boone was now ahead of the 
convoy. The captain tore open his 
secret orders. 

"Go to Casablanca (Morocco)" 
were the orders, The Boone started 
off, full speed (about 10 1/2 to 11 
knots). 

The captain chose a point about 


30 miles south of Santa Maria, the 
‘southern most of the Azores 
Islands as his first destination. That 

was about two days away. 

Meanwhile the radio operator 
had been bringing messages to the 
captain. Thirteen of the 65 ships 
had -been sunk by German 
submarines, They were all to the 
westward of the Boone, about 200 
or more miles west. 

What the captain did not know 
was that the radio operator was 
also telling the-crew about the 
sinkings. \ 

All radio messages in wartime 


‘are for the ship's captain, The 


radio operator was violating 
orders, and the crew was being told 
about the sinkings without the 
knowledge that those ships were 
several hundred miles away. 

So, when the Daniel Boone was 
30 miles south of Santa Maria a 
number of the crew decided to 
abandon ship, and row ashore. The 
radio operator had told them it was 
not far. 

About.2 a.m, the captain looked 
down from the bridge to see those 
people getting ready to launch a 
lifeboat. 

Launching a lifeboat without first 
stopping the ship was just about 
certain suicide. Those people. had 
to be stopped! 

"Go back to-your rooms or I'll 
turn the lights on!" was the 
message those men heard from the 
bridge. They silently disappeared 
from view, going to their rooms, 

About six days later the Boone 
arrived off Casablanca. A 
destroyer, British (Royal Navy) 
met the Boone outside the harbor, 
flying the signal "Follow Me." 
Two days later the destroyer and 
the Boone arrived at Gibraltar, and 
the Boone went to anchor, to wait 
for a convoy. 

There were nearly 50 ships at 
anchor, outside the Gibraltar 
breakwater. All were flying the 
flags of allied nations. A few 
gunboats were on patrol. 

Half a dozen miles to. the wesk was 
Spanish territory and a harbor 
named Algeceris. In that port was 
an Italian Navy vessel which had 
been altered so thatit was a 
“mother ship" for "one man 
submarines." 

Nearly every night an Italian one 
man sub would try to venture out 
into the anchorage and attach 4 
"limpet" mine to one of the cargo 
ships. A few allied ships had been 
damaged or sunk, 

Every day a motorboat from the 
Royal Navy would come alongside 


each of the waiting ships and send 
aboard half a dozen or more 
explosive grenades, 

The instructions were to throw 
grenades overboard during the 
night every couple of hours, With 
50 or so ships in the anchorage 
Gibraltar was a noisy place all 
night, and was not very safe for 
those Italian divers. 

There was no damage to any ship 
while the Boone was in that 
anchorage. 

After about five days the Boone 
joined a convoy into the 
Mediterranean.The ship went to 
Oran, in Algeria, where the 
locomotives were taken off. Those 
locomotives. might still be 
operating on the Algerian 
railroads! 

Mostaganem was the next 
destination. A port of about the size 
of Gloucester, with a population of 
30,000, it was 80 miles east of 
Oran. Mostaganem was the place 
where the 8,925 tons of 
ammunition was delivered. 

The fighting between the allies 
and the Germans was about 200 
miles to the east. It had been a long 
voyage across the Atlantic, but the 
journey to where the "ammo" 
could be used for the purpose 
intended was only a short distance

ness is computerization,” Mark 
said, “now you don’t have to 
know anything about signs.” 

Keith added, “The computer 
has encroached on the sign 
painter. I don’t think it will 
replace him entirely.” 

He based this last observation 
on the fact that the brush work 
can allow for some fine-tuning 
that can’t be done with a comput- 
er. 

Keith, on the other hand likes 
to do engraved wooden signs and 
gilding signs with gold leaf. 

He notes that the business has 
seen an increase in the request for 
carved wooden signs. 

Mark noted that the carved 
sign was a staple of the past cen- 
turies and ther died out. “But it is 
coming back.” 

According to Keith, one of the 
reasons is that modern sign styles 
change every few years. 

He surmised “When things get 
tough, people get nostalgic.” 

Modern tools have encroached 
on his end of the business also. 

Keith noted that many people 
will come in and ask for a sign 
that they may have seen at a crafts 
show or county fair at a relatively 
inexpensive price. They become 
taken aback when he quotes: his 
price, 

Keith then has to explain to 
people that he does not use a 
router on his signs and they have 
more than one coat of shellac. 

According to Keith most of his 
customers, especially the residen- 
tial ones, are surprised when they 
can’t.just come in and pick a 
model sign off the wall. 


“It is all custom work,” he said. 
First I draw a sketch and then we 
look at pictures.” 

All of the wooden signs are 
made with a variety of tools, and 
they are all hand-made, 

On the gilded signs, Keith has 
become so proficient that he was 
hired to be part of a display at the 
Museum of Science. He explained 
that people who worked with gold 
in six different ways were hired to 
give demonstrations during the 
special show. 

Other signs Keith has ‘gilded is 
the sculpture in front of the 
Marriott Hotel in Kendall Square, 
Cambridge. 

As a sideline, Keith spends 
several hours a week teaching 
other people how to work with 
wood and make their own Signs. 

Some of his students have been 
coming to the loosely structured 
informal classes for the two years 
he has been giving them. 

Keith noted that he has 
between five and eight adults 
come to night sessions. He 
explained that eight is pretty 
much the maximum because of 
the size of the shop. 

Something new he has added 
this year is to have some children 
take classes in the afternoon. 
However, Keith noted that those 
classes are very limited because of 
the safety factor in handling some 
of the tools. 

“There seems to be a lot of 
demand for the classes,” Keith 
said. 

The Gaffney brother's work 
has become so popular that they 
are also designing the layout for 
signs us@@ by some of the other 
sign shops in the area. 

Mark notes that eight people 
who now own their own sign 
shops at one time worked for 
Gaffney Signs. 

As to the future of the busi- 
ness, Keith a son, Shawn, 12, 
who takes ometimes interest 
in the business.”

ed, but I refused to use that as an 
excuse to duck the draft. The Tet 
offensive had just escalated in 
August of ‘67, and I very much 
wanted to join my two friends in 
the service. 

This was not meant to be. I had 
just been released from the hospi- 
tal (I had had minor surgery), and 
as a result, the military opted to 
give me a college deferment. My 
two buddies named Jimmy were 
not so lucky. They passed the 
physical, and were both inducted 
into the Marine Corps. | trotted 
off to college in Boston, and they 
were soon shipped over to the jun- 
gles of Victnam. ? 


Both Jimmys completed a tour 


of duty in Asia. One of them 
decided to remain in Vietnam for 
an additional tour. It was during 
that second tour that he was seri- 
ously wounded and then sent back 
to the states. Following a long 
recovery, he and I became room- 
matcs in Boston, The first Jimmy 
had settled back in his hometown. 

My roommate had serious 
emotional scars to contend with, 
in addition to physical scars. I 
recall numerous nights, sitting in 
our living room; drinking beer, 
and discussing how crazy the 
Vietnam War truly was. He fre- 
quently indicated it would have 
been unlikely that all three of us 
could have gone to Vietnam and 
then lived to see the day-when all 
three of us would be back together 
in the states again. One of us sure- 
ly would have been killed. My 
roommate had a black sense of 
humor, and frequently said it 
probably would have been me 
who bought the farm, if I had 
joined them in the war. I shrugged 
the comment off, but it always left 


a mark inside my_brain. What if I~ 


had gone to Vietnam, and what if 
I had been the one to die necdless- 
ly? It was, indeed, a morbid 
thought, but one that never left 
my head. 

As the Fourth of July 
approaches, I can’t help but think 
of all the things I would have 
missed out on, had | gone to 
Vietnam and not survived. I 
would have missed out on the 
wonderful days I spent at Leland 
Powers School of Radio, 
Television and Theater. I would 
have never seen the courtyard 
inside the Isabella Gardner 
Museum, which was located 
directly next door to Leland 
Powers, on the Fenway, in 
Boston. } would have missed out

continue to study theater arts. 

If I had-gone to Vietnam and 
not made it back, I never would 
have met Diana Venora, my col- 
lege girl friend, nor would I have 
met Dottie Jones, another college 
girl friend whom I shared an 
incredible event with: together we 
sat in her living room, in Bedford, 
eyes rivetted to the tv, watching 
the first man walk on the moon, in 
July-of ‘69. 


I never would have seen.my 
two friends, both names Jimmy, 
return from the war, nor would I 
have seen the war finally come to 
an end in 1975. I would have 
missed out on a lot of good times 
at Daisy Buchanan’s, on Newbury 
Street, in Boston, also. And I 
would never have met my wife- 
to-be, Diane, whom I shared 
many happy years with. If I"had 
not made it back from Vietnam, I 
would never have experienced the 
pain of divorce, either.” 

Death in Asia would have 
meant that I would never have had 
the opportunity to observe the 
unfolding of the Watergate scan- 
dal, which destroyed the presiden- 
cy of Richard M. Nixon. I would

I am reminded of the country 
song that expounds the melan- 
choly memories of all the girls the 
singer loved in his lifetime.

Wrists at risk of developing 


Carpal Tunnel Syndrome (CTS) 


A growing number of adults 
whose hobbies and activities 
require using their hands repetive- 
ly are putting their hands and 
wrists at risk. Cases of Carpal 
Tunnel Syndrome (CTS) have 
been increasing -- the symptoms 
include a tingling, burning or 
numbness in the hands, 'pins and 
needles’ in the thumb and forefin- 
ger, an aching in the wrist or diffi- 
culty picking up small objects. 


CTS is caused when "swelling 
in the wrist canal compress the 
median nerve that runs through 
the carpal tunnel,” according to 
Barry Dorn, M.D: ari Orthopedic 
Surgeon at Winchester Hospital. 
R. Wendell Pierce, M.D., also an 
Orthopedic Surgeon at.Winchester 
Hospital, recommends that when- 
ever possible, persons should stop 
the movement tha using the 
problem. "Sometimes backing off 
from the activity is temporarily 
enough to’clear up the problem,” 
says Dr. Pierce. 

At night the pain associated 
with CTS can worsen -- by splint- 


ing the arm, some of the pain may 
be alle ed. According to Dr, 
Pierce, "if the pain continues, 
anti-inflamatory drugs may help 
to decrease the pain. Also, corti- 
sone injections have been known 
to be helpful.” : 

Severe symptoms of CTS 
include a loss of coordination 
accompanied by a shooting pain 
which travels up the arm and into 
the neck. If these symptoms are 
left untreated, permanent damage 
may occur. 

"Carpal tunnel surgery has a 
99% positive outcome," says Dr, 
Dorn. "The surgical procedure is 
usually done on an outpatient 
basis using a regional anesthetic." 
Surgeons cut or remove ligament 
covering the carpal tunnel, reliev- 
ing pressure on the nerve. 

“After having carpal tunnel 
surgery, patients are delighted at 
how fast they Can return to normal 
hand activities s Dr. Dorn. 
“With the impressive success rate 
of this surgery, it remains a very 
good option for patients who are 
suffering from CTS." 


“—No more tears” geometry is ~ 
on tap for North Reading High

heavy toll on youngster's eyes 


With summer starting and 
Fourth of July celebrations near- 
ing, physicians at the Massa- 
chusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary in 
Boston are asking people to make 
eye safety a priority when using 
fireworks and playing sports, two 
of the leading causes of summer- 
time eye injuries. 

"The incident rate of eye 
injuries soars during the summer 
months as people become more 
physically active outdoors,” says 
Mariana Mead, M.D., director of 
the Infirmary's Eye Emergency 
Service. "Unfortunately, many of. 
these potentially sight-robbing 
injuries could havg been prevent- 
ed if people had used some com- 
mon sense and taken the proper 
precautions." 

Mead says fireworks-related 
eye injuries are on the rise despite 
increased efforts by state govern- 
ments to regulate the sale and use 
of fireworks. In 1990 alone, 1,300 
people sought care in the nation's 


emergency rooms for fireworks- 
related eye injuries. 

Burning and exploding fire- 
works can sear, lacerate, or rup- 
ture the eye as well as injure the 
eye lid and the face. Fireworks 
can also seriously damage: the 
eye's interior, causing hyphema 
(blood in the front of the eye), 
cataract, retinal detachment, and 
vision loss. In fact, 2 study by the 
American Academy of Ophthal- 
mology revealed that one third of 


all fireworks-related eye injuries 


result in permanent vision loss or 
blindness. 

"Parents need to supervise all 
children who are using fire- 
works,” Mead advis' 
statistics show that children are 
most likely to be-injured by fire- 
works, with the typical victim 


.-being a 13-15 year old boy, who 


was using fireworks without adult 
supervision, Blinding eye injuries 
are tragic at any age. But for a 
child to lose part or all of his 
vision, that's devastating."
